League of Friends chairman Ron Bond (pictured 
above) is hoping for further success with their lat¬ 
est project proposals. 

He said: “We couldn’t do it without the whole¬ 
hearted support of the people of Crewkerne, both 
for their donations and the help of those who go 
out and make the collections. 

“And I want people to know that we ensure that 
virtually every penny we raise is spent on the hos¬ 
pital.” 

The League of Friends have also worked with 
the local Rotary Club to install defibrillators at 
four locations around Crewkerne. 

“These are potentially lifesaving projects and 
we are very proud of the League’s involvement,” 
added Mr Bond. 

“We couldn’t do it without the wholehearted 
support of the people of Crewkerne.”

AXMINSTER 
Town to benefit 
from regeneration 
scheme 

AXMINSTER is next in line to reap the regenera¬ 
tion success enjoyed by Seaton and Exmouth, ac¬ 
cording to East Devon Conservatives. 

In a statement headlined “Putting the zing into 
revitalizing Axminster!'' the Conservative Group 
in control of East Devon District Council (EDDC) 
said it is pressing ahead with a Regeneration Pro¬ 
gramme Board (RPB) for Axminster. 

Apart from EDDC members, RPBs include dele¬ 
gates from county and town councils, local groups, 
and representatives from business interests. 

CREWKERNE 


AS predicted in last week’s Pulman’s View, Seaton 
Town Council has been hit by yet another big-name 
resignation. 

Former mayor Tony Woodman threw in the towel 
last week, frustrated by a number of issues, claim¬ 
ing the town is being split into two by the obsession 
with the regeneration initiatives, especially the re¬ 
cently opened Jurassic centre. 

Mr Woodman, labelled by this column as “a rebel 
councillor” before he became mayor, much to his 
amusement, was never a supporter of Seaton 
Jurassic. 

A trader at the time, he maintained the £4 million 
project being sited on The Underfleet would be of 
no benefit to the town centre because visitors 
would not walk into the shopping area. 

He now claims there is proof of this, despite the 
apparent success of the footfall with many thou¬ 
sands having passed through its doors. 

After announcing that he would not be seeking a 
second year as mayor, as is the norm, Mr Woodman 
told me he felt slightly embarrassed at the centre’s 
opening ceremony, although he conceded it was a 
great day for Seaton with Princess Anne in atten¬ 
dance. 

In announcing his resignation from the council, 
Mr Woodman told our reporter: “You can only bang 
your head against a wall so many times!” 

He is also upset over the resignation of much- 


admired town clerk Chris Drake, who has accepted 
a position with another authority. 

Although Mr Drake is remaining tight lipped over 
why he has decided to move on, Mr Woodman says 
the town clerk had no choice as he was treated 
badly by a number of councillors. He says this was 
a major reason why he decided not to remain as the 
council chairman for a second year. 

After getting on an even keel following a number 
of years in which Seaton council seemed to lurch 
from one controversy to another, it’s unfortunate 
that once again the town should find itself in this 
position. 

Clearly, new mayor Marcus Hartnell has a difficult 
few weeks ahead of him. 

■ THIS weekend, in town and village throughout 
Pulman’s Country, the people of East Devon and 
South Somerset will be raising a glass or two to Her 
Majesty The Queen on the occasion of her 90th 
birthday. 

Numerous events have been organised through¬ 
out the area to celebrate this wonderful achieve¬ 
ment. 

Even those who are not rabid royalists will con¬ 
cede, I am sure, that our longest reigning monarch 
deserves a tipple or two herself.

SIDMOUTH 
Conservation group 
objects to Knowle 
development plans 

CONSERVATION group SAVE Britain's Heritage 
has submitted its objection to PegasusLife's plan 
for 115 apartments at the Knowle site in Sid- 
mouth, saying the loss of the building and sur¬ 
rounding area is a ‘devastating blow to the 
history and character of Sidmouth.' 

The national organisation, which has been de¬ 
scribed as the most influential conservation 
group to have been established in the last 100 
years, has written to East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil's planning department objecting to the plan to 
demolish the 19th century council offices and 
building a new housing complex on the site. 

The letter from SAVE reads: 1 ‘Despite declining to 
list The Knowle in 2012, [government body] His¬ 
toric England acknowledged that both the house 
and the park are of ‘clear local interest' and are 
‘evidently highly valued by the local community.' 

Meanwhile the Save Our Sidmouth campaign 
group has formally submitted their views to 
EDDC over the planning application for the 
Knowle site. SOS laid out their objection in ten 
points including appearance, changes from the 
Local Plan and parking.

Councillor resigns 
over 'brick wall’ 

FORMER Seaton Mayor Tony Woodman has re¬ 
signed from the town council, saying he got a sore 
head from banging it against a brick wall. 

He announced his shock resignation on Thurs¬ 
day, June 2nd, claiming some town councillors are 
“obsessed'' with Seaton Jurassic and that the on¬ 
going regeneration is splitting the town into two. 

He has now left the town council altogether, and 
told Pulman's View: “The so-called regeneration 
is creating an old Seaton in the town centre and a 
new Seaton at the Underfleet.'' 

Seaton mayor Marcus Hartnell confirmed the 
resignation, but did not comment as such.

Cllr Roger Giles praised the decision and the 
town's people for their hard work. 

“Many people will be very pleased, and also re¬ 
lieved, at the decision. I would like to offer my con¬ 
gratulations and thanks to the many local people 
who took the time to oppose this damaging plan¬ 
ning application." 


CHARD 

Schoolboy hailed a 
hero after finding 
missing man 

A LOCAL schoolboy is being hailed a hero after 
finding missing Chard man Vasco Manuel Macedo. 

Police announced on the night of Thursday, 
June 2nd that Vasco, 38, who had been missing 
for a week, had been found safe and well. 

It has since emerged that seven-year-old 
Connor MacDonald found Vasco - who has 
learning difficulties - sleeping rough in a hide¬ 
away in a hedge area of Stringfellow Park. 

The police's concerns were heightened when 
they said that, although Vasco was 38, the inves¬ 
tigation was more akin to that of a ‘ ‘missing child'' 
because he had the mind of a 13-year-old, could 
not speak English and would be very afraid. 


HONITON 
Business move 
makes way for 
starter homes 

HONITON has been chosen for a national pilot 
scheme to build high quality starter homes avail¬ 
able for local residents. 

Initial suggestions being put forward by the 
Homes and Communities Agency (HCA) include 
around 30 two-bedroom starter homes with gar¬ 
dens and car parking at the 1.6-acre town centre 
site in Honiton. The scheme has only been possi¬ 
ble after local firm Halse of Honiton announced 
they were relocating to purpose-built premises 
at Daisy Mount, near Exeter. 

The Mayor of Honiton, Councillor Caroline Kolek, 
said: “Low cost housing is desperately needed for 
first time buyers in Honiton. I fully support the 
development of brownfield sites."

The Wurzels among those to 
pay tribute to Muhammad Ali

WEST country music 
legends The Wurzels 
have paid tribute to 
boxing great Muham¬ 
mad Ali, who died late 
on Friday, June 3rd 
aged 74. 

Tributes have been 
pouring in from 
around the globe fol¬ 
lowing the news of 
Muhammad Ali’s 
death - with The 
Wurzels possibly 
being among the 
more obscure of 
those wishing to pass 
on their condolences 
to the family of the 
man dubbed “The 
Greatest". 

The Wurzels - fa¬ 
mous for songs such 
as “I Am a Cider 
Drinker" and “Com¬ 
bine Harvester" - met 
Muhammad Ali dur¬ 
ing a charity testimonial fundraising event for 
Welsh former British heavyweight champion 
Joe Erskine, back in the late 1970s in London. 

The line-up of acts performing at the event 
included Lulu, Johnny Rotten and the West's 
very own scrumpy and western band The 
Wurzels. 

Tommy Banner later said the photo with 
Muhammad Ali was taken by their manager at 
the time, John Miles, and while The Wurzels 
posed for the photo the boxer got “distracted 
by a gorgeous female" and is seen looking to 
the side. 

The Wurzels were saddened like the rest of 
the world by news of Muhammed Ali's death 
and posted the photo on their Facebook page 


along with the words: “Legend gets overused 
these days, but this man truly earned the title. 
RIP Muhammad Ali." 

Muhammad Ali was admitted to hospital on 
Thursday having suffered from a respiratory 
illness complicated by Parkinson's disease, 
which he had been battling for 30 years. 

He was born Cassius Marcellus Clay and shot 
to fame when he won light-heavyweight gold 
at the 1960 Rome Olympics. 

He won three world titles and became the 
first boxer to capture a world heavyweight title 
on three separate occasions. 

He retired in 1981 having won 56 of his 61 
fights.

to supply, possess in a prison, import or export psy¬ 
choactive substances. 

A psychoactive substance is defined in the new law 
as a drug which is capable of affecting a person’s 
mental functioning or emotional state, but is not cur¬ 
rently controlled as a class A, B or C drug. 

Psychoactive substances are any substances in¬ 
tended for human consumption excluding legitimate 
ones such as food, alcohol, tobacco, nicotine, caffeine 
and medical products. 

The blanket ban on psychoactive substances is de¬ 
signed to get around the issue of suppliers continually 
offering new drugs which vary slightly in their chem¬ 
ical makeup to replace those already banned under the 
Misuse of Drugs Act, which is what has been happen¬ 
ing over recent years. 

Anyone caught breaking the law could be given a 
maximum prison sentence of up to seven years. 

Avon and Somerset Police’s drug strategy manager, 
Paul Blunt, said: “Psychoactive Substances are ex¬ 
tremely dangerous and since their emergence have 
been linked with numerous incidents where people 
have been admitted to hospital, suffered long-term 
harm and even died. 

"Anyone taking a psychoactive substance is playing 
Russian roulette with their health as many of these 
products have never been tested on humans. 

"We are committed to reducing the harm caused by 
all drugs and in recent years we have been working 
hard to tackle the issue of so-called legal highs, using 
anti-social behaviour legislation to close down shops 
selling them. 

"The Psychoactive Substances Act now makes it 
much simpler to shut down these so-called headshops 
while it also gives police the power to shut down web¬ 
sites trading in these 
drugs. 

“The Act, which we 
will enforce in a practical 
and proportionate way, 
also allows officers to 
proactively stop and 
search people when they 
have reasonable grounds 
to suspect that a person 
has committed, or is 
likely to commit, an of¬ 
fence linked to the Act. 

“However, legislation 
is only one way in which 
we confront psychoac¬ 
tive substances and other 
drugs and we will con¬ 
tinue to work with our 
partners in local authori¬ 
ties and trading standards 
on prevention and educa¬ 
tion measures.”

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Dale Edwards, chief executive of the Somerset 
Chamber of Commerce, said: “The results of our 
recent member survey on the EU referendum high¬ 
lighted a need for clarity on both sides of the de¬ 
bate. 

“The lack of fact-based evidence, free of political 
bias, was making it difficult for people to make ob¬ 
jective decisions - not only regarding which way 
to vote, but also strategic and investment decisions 
within their businesses. 

“Thanks to our accreditation to the British Cham¬ 


bers of Commerce, we are pleased to now be able 
to shed some light on the key issues from a busi¬ 
ness perspective, and are hopeful that this will be 
of use to business people in the area.” 

Along with the British Chambers of Commerce, 
the Somerset Chamber has stated that it will main¬ 
tain a neutral position on the issue of the EU ref¬ 
erendum.

HINTON St George res¬ 
idents Caroline van den 
Berg and David Adams 
have donated a special 
oak tree to Jubilee Wood.

It will last for around an 
hour and a half. 

Watch manager Ian Balfour, who is organising 
the exercise for Devon and Somerset Fire and 
Rescue Service, said: “We are very grateful to 
the hospital for allowing us to practise our pro¬ 
cedures following the release of new opera¬ 
tional guidance nationally. 

“Fortunately we very rarely have fires in high- 
rise buildings and organisations such as the 
NHS have very stringent fire safety measures 
in place. But, we have to prepare for the worst 
and exercises in realistic situations are invalu¬ 
able for us to plan for the real thing." 

Paul Mears, chief executive of Yeovil Hospital, 
added: “Exercises like this are hugely impor¬ 
tant, so that we can be absolutely sure that our 
patients are safe in the event of a fire. 

“Most of the activity will be centred around 
the hospital main reception and on the main 
staircase, but there will be clear signage alert¬ 
ing people that it is only a test. 

“I’d like to thank patients and visitors in ad¬ 
vance for their cooperation." 

The exercise will be repeated on Tuesday, July 
5th at the same time, with different personnel.

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Where reputation matters 
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New Lib Dem leader visits South 
Somerset as party 'fights back’ 



THE leader of the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats recently 
visited the Yeovil Con¬ 
stituency to meet with 
local members and sup¬ 
porters. 

The Lib Dems took a 
severe bashing at the 
2015 General Election 
and saw their 57 seats 
drop to just eight at West¬ 
minster and they became 
the fourth largest party 
behind Conservative, 

Labour and the SNP. 

South Somerset was one 
of the seats they lost with David Laws 
losing out to Conservative Marcus 
Lysh. 

But new leader Tim Larron (pic¬ 
tured), who won the party’s leadership 
election in July 2015 following the res¬ 
ignation of Nick Clegg, believes that 
the Lib Dems have started the fight- 
back in readiness for the nation to go to 
the polls in 2020. 

Mr Larron visited the award-winning 
Rushy wood Larm run by the Baker 
family of Haselbury Plucknett during 
his trip to South Somerset. 

Mr Larron is now looking to start pro¬ 
ducing the goods himself as leader of 
the Lib Dems and get the party back to 
where it was before last year’s heavy 
General Election defeat. 

He has said that Somerset and the 
South West is a key area for the Lib- 
Dems to concentrate their “Operation 
Lightback”. 

He said: “Things feel very positive. 
The local elections earlier this month 
were good and showed we had turned 
a corner from the hammering we took 


at the General Election. 

“There is no question that if we don’t 
recover here in the South West, then 
Conservative leadership will continue 
forever.” 

Mr Larron said the party had to start 
“motivating people” to sign up to the 
Lib Dem cause. 

“We’ve got a poor Labour opposition, 
although I do like Jeremy Corbyn for 
what it’s worth,” he said.

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Council takes over Westlands 
Sports and Leisure Complex 


AN agreement has been finalised for South 
Somerset District Council to take on the run¬ 
ning of the Westlands Sports and Leisure 
Complex in Yeovil. 

Leonardo Helicopters - previously known as 
AgustaWestland - has signed off a 30-year 
lease which enabled the council to take control 
of the leisure complex on Friday, May 27th. 

This follows extensive negotiations by 
Leonardo Helicopters and SSDC over several 
months to come to an agreement that was fi¬ 
nancially acceptable, of low risk and which 
would enable the facility to be developed into a 
leading sports and entertainment venue in 
South Somerset. 

The lease agreement was signed by John 
Ponsonby, managing director of AgustaWest- 
land Ltd, and Ian Clarke, solicitor to South Som¬ 
erset District Council. 

Mr Ponsonby said: “This unique agreement 
provides SSDC with a multi-million pound 
leisure and sports facility for up to 30 years. 

“I am pleased to say we will also be providing 
ongoing financial support as part of our com¬ 
mitment to supporting the community. 

“It gives SSDC an exceptional opportunity to 
provide sports and leisure facilities that will 
greatly benefit Yeovil and the surrounding 
communities." 

The council’s leisure and culture spokesman, 
Councillor Sylvia Seal, said: “The signing of the 
lease for the Westland sports and leisure com¬ 
plex shows the district council's commitment 
to providing a top class sports and entertain¬ 
ment venue for the South West region and we

“A lot of negotiations have been 
undertaken and I would like to 
thank those involved from both 
the District Council and Leonardo 
Helicopters in ensuring that the 
outcome which over 7,000 peti¬ 
tioned for has been achieved." 

The signing of the lease now 


paves the way for SSDC to com¬ 
plete the procurement exercise 
with contractors. 

It is estimated work will start on 
site in mid-June, with the view 
that the refurbished sports facili¬ 
ties will open in January 2017 and 
the main complex building in 
mid-February 2017. 


New project to keep 
children safe at home 


SOMERSET County Council and its 
partners are urging parents to keep their 
children safe at home and “turn off tech¬ 
nology” for National Child Safety Week 
(June 6th to 12th). 

Accidents are a leading cause of death, 
serious injury and acquired disability for 
children and young people in the UK. 
Accidents often happen when people are 
distracted and serious accidents can hap¬ 
pen very quickly - when answering a 
phone call or checking a text. 

Somerset County Council, working in 
partnership with Devon and Somerset 
Fire and Rescue Service, Somerset Part¬ 
nership NHS Foundation Trust Health 
Visiting Teams and getset family support 
workers, have launched a “Safer Homes” 
project to support families to prevent ac¬ 
cidents in the home. 

Last year, more than 1,000 Somerset 
children aged 0 to 14 years were admit¬ 
ted to hospital as a result of injuries 
caused by accidents such as falls, burns 
and scalds and eating inedible household 
items. 

Falls account for two in five (42 per 
cent) of these admissions, which is more 
than any other type of accident. 

Most parents assume their home is a 
safe haven but that is where most of the 
falls (35 per cent) happen and this is es¬ 
pecially true of very young children. 

The “Safer Homes” project identifies 
families who need additional support 
with child safety equipment. To date, 
there have been 65 visits to Somerset 
families through this scheme, which will 
continue through 2016-17. 

Darren Bridges, crew manager from 
Devon & Somerset Fire & Rescue Serv¬ 
ice, said: “The scheme involves the fit¬ 


ting of stair gates and other equipment to 
help keep babies and young children 
safe, giving the family home a fire safety 
check and offering home safety advice.” 

Councillor Anna Groskop, Cabinet 
member with responsibility for health at 
Somerset County Council, said: “Child 
accident prevention is a health and well¬ 
being priority for us, as we need parents 
and carers to understand how accidents 
can be prevented and what action to take. 

“Our ‘SaferHomes’ project aims to 
provide additional support for families 
who are unable to take action on their 
own, as accidents are more likely to hap¬ 
pen in households that we would con¬ 
sider vulnerable.” 

Child accident prevention cannot be 
achieved by one organisation and so 
agencies have pulled together the Som¬ 
erset Childhood Accident Strategy, to try 
and reduce the number of children being 
admitted to hospital as a result of in¬ 
juries. 

The strategy is being launched in Na¬ 
tional Child Safety week, to raise the 
profile of what everyone can do to pre¬ 
vent child accidents. To view the strat¬

The national message during the 
awareness week is to “turn off technol¬ 
ogy”. By turning off technology at cru¬ 
cial times in the day, parents can give 
their children their focus and so keep 
them safer when pressures mounts.

1. IF your kitchen units 
have seen better days and 
you don't want to go to the expense and hassle 
of replacing them, give them an instant 
makeover by changing the doors and drawer 
fronts. This will transform the kitchen 
and needn't be too expensive - B&Q 
(www.diy.com), for example, has a big range 
of affordable unit doors and drawer fronts, 
many available in store. If the units aren't 
standard sizes or you want a more affordable 
option, simply paint the doors and drawer 
fronts to give them a new look, or glue thin 
MDF to the front to change the style and then 
paint them. 

2. Cluttered kitchens aren't a selling point. If 
lack of worktop space is a problem, think about 
how you can make what you have go further. 
Use microwave brackets to get your microwave 
off the worktop, or fit nice wall shelves to 
declutter the worktop. In a small kitchen, a 
hinged wall-hung table will give you more 
work space and somewhere to eat. If your 
kitchen has highish ceilings and you're happy 


to change the wall units, 
tall ones provide extra

5. If you're selling your home, giving tired 
walls and woodwork a fresh coat or two of 
paint will make a big difference to any room, 
but especially the kitchen and bathroom 
because they're key rooms. Make sure you use 
a scrubbable paint so it stays looking good - 
special kitchen and bathroom emulsions are de¬ 
signed to withstand things like mould and 
steam and are available in all sorts of colours 
these days. 

HOW-TO TIP 

GROUTING tiles can be tricky because if you 
leave the excess grout on too long, it can be 
hard to remove, but if you wipe the tiles clean 
too soon after grouting, you can remove more 
than just the excess. Wait a few minutes after 
you've applied the grout and then wipe off the 
excess diagonally to minimise dislodging the 
grout from between the tiles. Use an abrasive 
sponge (make sure it's white if you're using pale 
grout) so you can scrub off the excess easily, 
and use the back of the sponge (the non-abra¬ 
sive side) to smooth over the grout lines as you 
go, which saves having to go over them with a 
grout-finishing tool afterwards. Once dry, the 
tiles will be smeary from grouting - unless the 
grout is particularly hard, the easiest way to 
clean this off is by buffing with a dry cloth.

weekend after making a stunning debut in the British trials 
race the previous weekend in the Lake District. 

In his first mountain race Smith, who trains with Axe Val¬ 
ley Runners and is also a member of the N1 Tri Club cover¬ 
ing East Devon, finished an amazing fourth in the under 20 
men’s race to secure his pace in the team and his first GB 
vest. 

“I just did not expect to do that well in the trials race,” said

“But I kept on moving through and on the last downhill I 
knew I had a chance of winning my first GB vest and I threw 
myself down it.

“I also swim and cycle for triathlon and that has helped 
build up my leg muscles. It was still very tough but I really 
enjoyed it and I am just so please to have done so well and 
to win my first GB vest.” 

Salmon was full of praise for Smith and reckons he may 
have even created a little slice of Devon athletics history. 

“I can’t recall anyone from Devon before who has gone up 
to the fells and won a place in the British team for a major 
championships like this,” said Salmon.
